Thieves snatch 
purse, car wheels

Three incidents in Andover this 
week may indicate a new trend of 
crimes for residents to be aware of, 
Police Chief James Johnson warned 
this week. 

“T don’t want to be an alarmist, but 
people should take precautions,” the 
chief said. ; 

At 7:30 p.m. last Sunday, Nov. 15, a 
William Street woman had her purse 
snatched from her arm as she carried 
groceries froin her car to her house. 
She was pushed to the ground and 
only saw a tall man run to a waiting 
blue car. The suspect and another man 
in the car then fled toward Main 
Street. 

The woman had stopped at Shaw’s 
on Union Street in Lawrence on her 
way home from church and police sur- 
mise the suspects may have followed 
her from the supermarket. The woman 
said she never saw a car, either in 
front or behind her, even when she got 
out of her car. The thieves got away 
with “a few hundred dollars,” she said. 

Similar incidents have occurred 
recently in Methuen, Lawrence and 
other area towns, and police want resi- 
dents to be aware that it has now hap- 
pened in Andover. Two groups seem to 
be responsible, according to Detective 
Kevin Burke, one that snatches purses 
right outside the stores, and another 
that follows people home as may have 
happened in the Williams Street wom- 
an’s case. 

Police say there are a few precau- 
tions people can take. 

“Whatever money or cards you 
need, carry in your pants pocket,” 
Detective Burke warned. “Be aware of 
your surroundings. By that I mean 
look around.” 

If you must carry more than will fit 
in a pocket, wear a fanny pack that can 
be covered by a coat. 

“Bspecially this time of year with 
Christmas shopping,” Detective Burke 
said. “Just use caution, Hide the stuff.

Wedding shoes, 


often worn only once ° 


and put away for 
sentimentality and 
safekeeping, repre- 


sent weddings 
between 1797 and 
1939. 


One Victorian 
pair resembles a 
shoe in the society’s 
collection that was 
said to have been 
thrown after the 
bride and groom on 
their wedding day. 
While the origin of 
this custom is uncer- 
tain, it was clearly 
associated with fer- 
tility and good luck. 

At the end of the 
17th century, shoes 
were hand-made. 
Thick-soled, 
straight-lasted (no 
left or right), 
“Louis’-heeled shoes 
were popular for 
women. During the 
early 19th century, 
hand-sewn, imported 
French slippers of 
fine leather or satin, 
with a slight right 
and left last, became 
fashionable. These 
narrow shoes forced 
women to conform 
to the prevailing 
preference for small, 
delicate feet. 

On the masculine 
side, bovine leather 
“Wellington” boots 
of pegged construc- 
tion with cut nails in 
the heel cap were 
made and worn by 
Abiel Augustus 
Upton (1883-1921), 
who had a shoe shop 
on his property situ- 
ated off Osgood Road 
in West Andover.

tree will hang in Andover 


The third annual lighting of 
the state’s largest Christmas tree 
will be held on Monday, Nov. 30, 
at 6:15 p.m. in the courtyard of 
Brickstone Square. The 92-foot 
Norway spruce is taller than the 
Christmas trees displayed at 
Boston’s Prudential Center (50 
feet), New York City’s Rockefeller 
Center (65 feet), and Walt Disney 
World (80 feet). 


“It will take a 130-foot crane to 
set this mammoth tree in place,” 
commented Martin Spagat, presi- 
dent of Brickstone Properties and 
host of the annual tree lighting 
event. “This year’s tree will be 
even more spectacular than the 
last two. We hope that the beauty 
of the tree and the spirit of the 
event will really bring the Merri- 
mack Valley community togeth- 
er.” 

The holiday celebration, begin- 
ning at 5 p.m., features an appear- 
ance by Nancy Kerrigan, 
Olympic bronze medalist and fig- 
ure skater from Stoneham. She 
will light the tree, meet guests 
and speak about the importance 
of community and its role in her 
success at the 1992 Winter 
Olympics. 


The Andover Chorale Society 
will lead a holiday sing-along and 
the Andover High School Band 
will perform from 5 to 6 p.m. San- 
ta and his helpers will arrive by 
sleigh to hand out candy canes 
and greet the children. 


Brickstone Properties and 
Marshalls, a tenant at Brickstone 
Square, will kick off a “Toys for 
Tots” drive with the United 
States Marine Corps Reserve. 
The colorful “donation station” 
will be unveiled at 6 p.m. Guests 
are welcome to bring a new, 
unwrapped toy to benefit needy 
children of all ages. 


The Norway spruce was spe- 
cially chosen by Brickstone’s 
“Christmas tree scout” and land- 
scaper Mark Donohoe. He spent 
months flying over New England 
and Nova Scotia by helicopter 
searching for the perfect “prob- 
lem tree” — one that was a threat 
to property. The giant tree was 
found in Oxford, Mass., and will 
be transported to Andover on a 
flat-bed truck. 


Brickstone hired professional 
decorators to string the tree with 
15,000 multi-colored lights and 
decorate with 200 large silver 
balls and 600 red bells and bows. 
Giant colorful presents glowing 
under the tree will feature the 
name of each company located at 
Brickstone Square. 

In 1987, Brickstone Properties 


purchased the one- million- 
square-foot Brickstone Square, 
formerly the American Woolen 
Company of Shawsheen Mills. 
Brickstone’s multi-million reno- 
vation of the property was com- 
pleted in 1989. 

Brickstone Square is located 
on the corner of York and Haver- 
hill streets. 


Facts about Brickstone 
Square’s Christmas tree 

* How does Brickstone Square 
find the giant Christmas tree it 
decorates each year? Landscaper 
and “Christmas tree scout” Mark 
Donohoe searches by helicopter 
for the perfect “problem tree” 
one that is too close to the house 
or outside wiring or is causing 
damage to property. 


* Found in Oxford, Mass, this 
year’s tree is a full grown Nor- 
way Spruce. This species of tree 
reaches full maturity at about 75 
years old and 85 feet high. After a 
tree reaches its peak, it begins to 
break down either by insects or 
rotting. 


« The tree was chosen because 
it was “taking over” the 65-year- 
old property owner’s house, 
which has been in the family 
since before World War II. The 
house is the oldest cape in 
Oxford. 


- It takes a 130-foot crane to set 
the tree in place and an 85-foot lift 
to decorate the tree. 


- It takes a team of five profes: 
sional decorators to “trim” the 
tree. 

- The tree is decorated with 200 
silver balls ranging from six to 
nine inches in diameter. The tree 
is also decorated with 300 red 
bells, 300 red bows and 15,000 
multi-colored lights. 


* Giant, colored presents fea- 
turing the name of each company 
located at Brickstone Square will 
be illuminated under the tree. 


* Last year’s 65-foot Noble Fir 
will be sculpted and carved by 
chainsaw into a family of singing 
Christmas carolers. Each figure 
takes a full day to carve. The four 
sculptures will be carved by 
nationally known chain saw 
carver Hal MacIntosh from the 
Catskill Mountains of New York. 


* Mr. MacIntosh will use four 
logs from last year’s tree ranging 
from eight to 10-feet high and 
about three feet in diameter. The 
remaining wood from the tree 
will be milled and carved into 
small ornaments for the tree and 
Brickstone Square tenants.

After a presentation 
by William Krajeski, town assessor, 
and anyone else interested in address- 
ing the hearing, selectmen will most 
likely postpone their vote on the tax 
rate until their meeting on Dec. 7. 
What is the shift? 

Andover uses a tax shift to maintain 
some sort of balance in the overall tax 
burden between the residential and the 
commercial and industrial properties. 

The town maintained the tax shift at 
120 percent for commercial and indus- 
trial properties last year, fiscal ’92. 
That means C&lI properties were taxed 
at 120 percent of the valuation, while 
residential properties were valued at 
100 percent of valuation. The shift has 
traditionally been used to put a slightly 
larger percentage of the tax burden on 
C&I property owners. 

Because of the slight drop in C&l 
property values, the same 120 percent 
shift this year would mean residential 
owners’ share of the overall tax burden 
would increase slightly, according to 
Mr. Krajeski. The average residential 
tax would increase 6.4 percent, or up 
from $13.26 to $14.10 per $1,000 of value, 


said. 

In very rough figures, a 125 percent 
shift would reduce the residential 
increase to 4 percent and boost the C&l 
increase to about 10 percent. A 115 per- 
cent shift would in turn boost the resi- 
dential increase to 8.5 percent and 
reduce the C&I increase to less than 1 
percent. Those are the two most likely 
proposals selectmen will hear. 

A boost of the shift to 121 or 122 per- 
cent would maintain the share of the 
tax burden at the current levels, Mr. 


. Krajeski said. 


Residential values solid 

The factors that go into the classifi- 
cation decision indicate some good 
news for the residential real estate 
market. “The residential market has 
stabilized,” Mr. Krajeski said. “There 
is evidence that the residential market 
has increased.” 

But residential valuations did not 
change from last year to this. 

Some segments of the market, the 
lower end and medium end, are pretty 
strong, according to Mr. Krajeski. 

“The market is picking up for brand 
new homes,” he said. 

That’s because new-house stock, 
homes built in 1988 or 1989, was sold 
out and new houses now available are 


tinue to fuel that market next year. 

New home construction was largely 
responsible for $736,683 in new growth 
in town this year. 

New growth was $527,435 last year. 

Banker and Tradesman magazine 
reported a 12 percent increase in resi- 
dential sale prices in Andover from 
January 1991 to January 1992, but Mr. 
Krajeski said he doesn’t think the 
increase is quite that high. 

Two segments of the market that are 
still having trouble are those with sale 
prices between $400,000-$650,000, Mr. 
Krajeski said. But above and below 
that range there is evidence of an 
increasing market with the exception 
of condominiums, he said. 

“The only area of the market that 
still shows a substantial decline is con- 
dominiums,” Mr. Krajeski said. The 
condominium market decreased any- 
where from 10 to 25 percent this year, 
depending on the complex. 
Commercial/Industrial down 

Commercial and Industrial values 
are down slightly due to another drop 
in land values. Commercial property 
in the downtown dropped about 10 per- 
cent in value. Industrial property out 
along I-93 dropped about 15 percent. 

“This year, what we did was 
decrease commercial and industrial 


commercial property was about 4.5 
percent and the average decrease for 
developed industrial property was 
about 7.5 percent. 

Income and expense statements 
were reviewed for all C&l properties 
and rental rates were down 10 percent, 
Mr. Krajeski said. Vacancies were not 
as bad as last year and a couple of sales 
are about to occur, the assessor said. 


Defends valuation practice 

Mr, Krajeski defended his practice, 
attacked at the recent Special Town 
Meeting, of taking lease rates and occu 
pancy records into consideration when 
establishing industrial property val- 
ues. “It’s not only a legitimate 
approach, but it’s probably the most 
accepted approach to valuation of com- 
mercial and industrial property.” 

The sale value of industrial property 
for the last few years has been nearly 
impossible to establish because noth- 
ing has been selling in areas such as 
the L-93 corridor. For this reason, the 
per-square-foot lease rate and occupan- 
cy records are used to establish a prop- 
erty value. Those inspections will 
begin after Jan. 1 and be completed by 
June 30, 1993. Data gathered from those 
inspections will be used for fiscal 94 
valuations.

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Students talk contract

Aug. 31. 

The average teacher in Andover has 
taught more than 13 years and makes 
about $42,000 a year. 

The Townsman talked with sec- 
ondary school students and elemen- 


tary-school students’ parents to see if 


they’ve noticed a difference at their 
school and what they are hearing from 
their teachers and peers. 

Some Andover students say there’s 
been little effect during the school day 
since teachers started picketing out- 
side schools and stopped volunteering 
for activities last month. 

Some say it’s difficult to get extra 
help from teachers since they leave the 
building as soon as their contract 
allows. 

“They aren’t around after school. At 
least not for me,” said Max Schorr, of 
Salem Street, a sixth-grader at Doherty 
Middle School. 

David Kodinsky, of Wildwood Road, 
a sixth-grade classmate, said he hasn’t 
noticed any differences at DMS, but he 
said that he usually doesn’t seek extra 
help after school. 

“I basically come in, go to my class- 
es and then I leave. I don’t hang around 
after school,” he said. 

Jeff Gaunt, of Summer Street, 
agreed. He said he hasn’t noticed a dif: 
ference. 

Three mothers of elementary-school 
students told the Townsman they 
haven't noticed any difference when 
they volunteer at their children’s 
school. 

“T have not noticed any difference in 
attitude of the teachers when I am 
there,” said Madhu Shridhar, PTO 
president at South Elementary School 
where her daughter is a second-grade 
student. 

“She hasn’t brought up anything. 
She hasn't told me of any change in her 
daily routine at school,” Ms. Shridhar 
said. 

The only change, she said, was that 
teachers did not attend the last PTO 
meeting, and a discussion between 
teachers and parents about homework 
had to be postponed. This month’s PTO 
forum will also be postponed, she said. 

Dianna Correnti, of Tilton Lane, an 
eighth-grader at DMS, said that the 
teachers leaving sooner than usual has 
made it difficult to get help after school 
even if she goes for help right away. 

“By the time you walk through the 
building to get to your locker, then get 
all your stuff and go back to a teacher 
for help, 15 minutes have gone by and 
you don’t really have enough time to 
ask all your questions and get 
answers,” she said. 

Heather Norton, of Prospect Road, 
senior class president at Andover High 
School, said the teachers’ action has 
made a difference in some students’ 
daily schedule. 

“A lot of times we can’t get into our 
homerooms as early as we used to. 
They are usually locked until 7:30 a.m. 
when the teachers come in from picket- 


ing,” she said. 

Heather also said she’s noticed a dif- 
ference in the attitudes of some teach- 
ers. 

“A lot of teachers — not all, but a lot — 
have a negative attitude since all this 
began. There are a lot of dedicated and 
caring teachers at the high school, but 
there are also teachers who I wouldn’t 
put in that category. 

“Some deserve raises more than oth- 
ers. I don’t think it’s fair to give them 
all raises,” Heather said. 

Debra Silberstein, whose daughter 
attends second grade at Shawsheen 
and whose son attends kindergarten 
there, said she has been impressed 
with how the teachers have handled 
themselves during the dispute. 

“T don’t think the kids are being 
impacted at the elementary level,” said 
Ms. Silberstein. 

“My kids haven’t noticed any differ- 
ence in their classrooms. They’ve 
asked me what is going on, but neither 
one has expressed any fears,” she said. 

Carole Baffi Dugan, co-PTO presi- 
dent at Bancroft Elementary, said she 
chaperoned a field trip last week and 
noticed no differences in teachers’ 
behavior or attitudes. 

“The teachers were as friendly and 
as enthusiastic as they always are,” 
she said. 

Ms. Baffi Dugan said she has indi- 
rectly asked her daughter, who is in 
the fourth grade, and her son, who is in 
the first, if they feel different about 
school. 

“T haven’t received any indication 
that there is a difference. I don’t think 
my kids are getting short shrifted,” she 
said. 

Teachers are and are not talking 

“My home-room teacher, Mr. 
(William) Skladany, told us that the 
teachers in Wilmington are getting 
more money,” said Max Schorr, a DMS 
sixth-grader. 

Mike Thomas of Main Street, a 
sixth-grader at DMS, said his teachers 
aren't talking about their contract dis- 
pute with students in class. 

“They say they don't want to take up 
class time. I asked one teacher what 
will happen if they go on strike and the 
teacher said we’d have to wait and 
see,” he said. 

“It’s kind of like baseball players,” 
said his classmate Jeff Gaunt. “If they 
don’t get a new contract they walk.” 

Matt Yost, an eighth-grader at DMS, 
said even if he asks his teachers he 
doesn’t really get all the information 
he’d like on what’s happening. 

“One time my teacher wasn’t in 
class and the vice principal came in 
and said (the teacher) wasn’t going to 
teach that day. We knew it had some- 
thing to do with the union, but he 
wouldn't tell us what it was,” Matt 
said. 

The DMS students agree that they'd 
like more information. Mike said the 
only thing he knows is that for the time 
being, school will continue, 

“All I know is that (teachers) voted 
to give the School Committee another

unions seem to be in as much of a 
hurry to settle as the teachers, 

“It's kind of mutual that every- 
one’s waiting to see what’s going on 
with the teachers,” Jerome Welch, 
Publie Works and Municipal Mainte- 
nance union president, said Tues- 
day. The DPW and Municipal Main- 
tenance employees are members of 
the American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees. 

“We have had a number of talks. 
Right now we're in a kind of holding 
pattern for a while,” Buzz Stapezyns- 
ki, town manager, said Monday of 
his.talks with the DPW. 

All unions have an agreement

Keith D’Amelio, an eighth-grader at 
DMS, said some teachers talk about 
their situation to students at the begin- 
ning of classes if students have ques- 
tions. 

“Td want to know how the School 
Committee and teacher are getting 
along,” he said. 

Emily Branson, of Cobblestone 
Lane, a senior at the high school, said 
occasionally some of her teachers will 
“drop little reminders” that they are 
dissatisfied. 

“They don’t really go into great 
detail, but they might say something 
like, ‘We have a meeting tonight with 
the School Committee,’ or, ‘We’re 
going to give the town a chance.’ But 
just as many say they are not supposed 
to talk about the situation during 
school and they don’t talk about it,” 
Emily said. 

Stephanie Chandler, of Greenwood 
Road, a freshman, said her teachers 
have “refused” to tell students any- 
thing. 

“When I asked one teacher what was 
going on and if they were going to 
strike, I was told that it would be inap- 
propriate to take up class time talking 
about it,” she said. 

Heather said she’s received a basic 
overview of the teachers’ point of view 
from some teachers and has participat- 
ed in several “heated debates” about 
the situation in a few of her classes. 

“T think it can be really confusing. 
Depending on who you talk to, you 
may be getting partial information. 
I’ve been in about three classes so far 
where we've taken up about half an 
hour of a 42 minute period debating the 
issue, Sometimes we just get a lecture,” 
Heather said. 

Renee Johnson, of Main Street, a 
freshman, disagrees. She said she’s 
noticed very little difference in the 
everyday delivery of education at the 
high school.

the status of current negotiations, 

“We are negotiating and have 
been in collective bargaining for a 
few months,” Mr. Welch said. “Cur- 
rently, we’re not actively in talks, 
but we have been.” 

“As of right now, there is nothing 
planned in the area of collective bar- 
gaining,” but union representatives 
have been involved in Total Quality 
Management seminars with the 
town manager, Mr. Welch said. 

The last public works contract 
took two and a half years to settle, 
and although he didn’t want to be 
negative and say it will take that 
long to settle another one, the union 
is not in a rush, Mr. Welch said.

“They are still as helpful. If you plan 
accordingly, you can schedule extra 
help with a teacher,” she said.

Max said he’s worried that if the 
teachers at DMS go on strike his teach- 
er will get fired and be replaced with a 
teacher who doesn’t like him. 
“T don’t want that to happen,” he said. 

Heather said she believes teachers 
are not being realistic about the state 
of the economy. 

“T can’t see where they are coming 
from. A lot of (friends’) parents are out 
of jobs. They should be grateful they 
have a job,” she said. 

Heather is also worried that if the 
teachers go on strike, school will be 
extended past June and into July. She, 
like other high school students, will be 
looking for a summer job and hopes to 
apply early and get a jump on others 
seeking employment. 

“A lot of kids don’t know how to feel. 
First they were going to go on strike 
and then they didn’t. Many of us would 
like a day off, but school already goes 
to the last week of June, If they strike 
it’s sure to go longer,” she said. 

DMS eighth-grader Dianna supports 
the teachers. “I want them to go on 
strike for themselves if they feel they 
have to, but I just hope that we don’t 
have to go into July,” she said. 

Ninth-grader Stephanie echoed the 
same concern. “I don’t think it’s fair to 
us. If they go out on strike and we have 
to make up days in July, we are the 
ones to suffer,” she said.

No movement in 
contract negotiations

No movement in the teachers’ contract 
dispute was made during a three-hour 
mediation session between teachers and 
School Committee Tuesday afternoon. 
“Status quo is how I’d describe the situ- 


ation,” said Betsy Jankauskas, a member 


of the teachers’ negotiating team. 

Teachers continue to picket before and 
after school, enter and leave school build- 
ings according to contract guidelines and 
not volunteer for any activities they aren't 
compensated for. 

Mary Lyman, spokeswoman for the 
School Committee’s negotiating team, said 
she was neither encouraged, nor discour- 
aged by Tuesday’s session. She said the 
two sides will meet again soon. 

“We may even be able to schedule 
another session with the mediator this 
week,” she said. 

Ms. Jankauskas said the teachers are 
pushing for another meeting before 
Thanksgiving and most likely the two 
sides will meet by the end of this week or 
next week at the latest. People can “expect 
no (strike) action until we meet with the 
School Committee and the mediator 
again,” said Ms. Jankauskas. 

The union’s action committee, com- 
prised of representatives from each 
school, met Wednesday after Townsman 
presstime to discuss picketing, work-to- 
rule action and other measures the teach- 
ers are using and they say they may wish 
to expand to display their dissatisfaction 
with the impasse. 

The teachers’ three-year contract ran 
out Aug, 81. The average teacher in 
Andover public schools has 13 or more 
years of teaching experience and earns 
about $42,000 annually. 

The last time the unions’ 300-plus mem- 
bers met was early Friday morning, Nov. 
6. They voted by a narrow margin (156 to 
147) to strike. They then voted to postpone 
their strike and meet with the School 
Committee at least one more time. Anoth- 
er vote by the union would be needed to 
initiate a strike, said Tom Meyers, presi- 
dent of the teachers union. 


Police union 

The police patrolmen’s union only 
signed its last three-year contract 
about six hours before it expired on 
June 30, and have not been in a rush to 
get back to the negotiating table, 
according to Bob Cronin, newly elect- 
ed union vice president. 

“We have not started yet at this 
point. No,” Officer Cronin said Mon- 
day, 

Both sides decided to take a break, 
he said. 

“I anticipate we're going to start

Hunger Is 
very basic 


Some people will fast today, 
Thursday, one week before Thanks- 
giving Day, to understand what 
hunger feels like. Hunger continues 
to plague an estimated one billion 


people — one person in five — around 
the world. 
Children in Wajit, Somalia, 


haven’t the strength to cry anymore 
they are so hungry. They wait to die. 
If you are starving, that’s it. You 
haven’t the engery to do anything 
else: work, love, communicate, even 
sleep. ; 

In the United States, many go to 
bed hungry every night; and in 
schools, there are those who cannot 
stay alert enough to learn because 
they are so hungry. 

Oxfam America, with headquar- 
ters at 115 Broadway, Boston, spon- 
sors a fast at this time every year so 
that we won’t forget those who need 
help. Some people will fast for the 
day; others will skip all junk food; 
some will only drink liquids; some 
will skip desserts.

If Daddy is hitting Mommy, 
child needs to know: That's

The time has come for parents, 
teachers, aunts and uncles, church 
and temple educators and others to 
deliver 
this mes- 
sage to 
young 
children: 
If Daddy 
is beating 
or in any 
other 
way abus- 
ing Mom- 
my, that 
is wrong. 

That was the major message of 
speakers at the Women’s Resource 
Center’s 15th anniversary celebra- 
tion held Sunday at the Holiday Inn 
Tewksbury-Andover. About 160 peo- 
ple, the majority women, heard 
speaker Maria Henson, assistant 
state editor for The Lexington Herald 
Leader in Kentucky, who won the 
Pulitzer Prize for her research and 
articles titled “To Have and To 
Harm,” She talked about Kentucky's 
failure to protect women from men 
who beat them. Her series of articles 
succeeded in changing the way Ken- 
tucky’s judicial system views the 
problem of domestic violence. 


We also heard Charlotte Fedders 
speak, The author of Shattered 
Dreams, Ms. Fedders talked about 
the violent physical and emotional 
abuse during her 18-year marriage to 
John Fedders, a lawyer and the for- 
mer director of enforcement for the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion in the Reagan administration. 
Her book was also aired nationally 
as a made-for-television movie star- 
ring Lindsey Wagner in May, 1990. 

The evening was sad, anger-induc- 
ing, frustrating and also encourag- 
ing. Like many other subjects, the 
more we talk about spouse abuse, the 
more people will come forward about 
it, and the more we understand 
about it, the better off we will be. Ms. 
Henson told us that reporting of 
spouse abuse is up 33 percent, and 
she believes it’s because of public 
awareness. “Women are getting 
braver,” she said. 

Still, in Massachusetts this year, 
more than 30 women and children 
have been killed by abusive hus- 
bands or boyfriends and there have 
been more than 40,000 restraining 
orders issued, according to Ms. Hen- 
son. 

Asked in a press conference before 
the dinner what the country can do 
about this problem, Ms. Fedders 


then the 
wrong. 


said, “We have to educate, start at a 
very young age, teach them this is a 
crime.” She speaks as much as she 
can in schools. 

Ms. Fedders’ talk at dinner was so 
moving, I decided to concentrate 
here on what she said. I believe her 
talk will help others to understand 
why women are battered, and why it 
takes most so long to leave an abu- 
sive relationship. In addition, a com- 
munity as affluent as Andover tends 
to think it is exempt from ugly issues 
such as spouse abuse and Ms, Fed- 
ders, the daughter of a doctor and the 
wife of a highly respected govern- 
ment employee, dispels the notion 
that wealthy spouses are not abused. 
In fact, two women who work at the 
Women’s Resource Center in 
Lawrence set me straight about 
Andover’s involvement in this 
shocking problem: Out of 10 women 
who make use of the center, three are 
from Andover. 

Here are bits of what Ms. Fedders, 
age 49, now of Maryland, and the 
mother of five sons, said: 

“T was not born a public speaker. I 
grew up wanting to be a wife and 
mother,” said Ms. Fedders. “I’m 
determined to keep speaking as long 
as anyone wants to hear me.”

She said she’d had an abusive rela 
tionship, therefore she’s an expert on 
the subject. 

She said she rarely speaks with 
judges about spouse abuse. “They don’t 
Seem to want to hear.” She believes 
judges should be held accountable in 
spouse-abuse cases, In Kentucky, said 
Ms. Henson, judges are elected, and 
Ms. Fedders approves of that. 

Ms, Fedders said she had an upper 
middle-class upbringing in Baltimore, 
Md. Her parents were “very tradition 
al,” 

“The family centered around keep- 
ing my father happy,” said Ms. Fed 
ders, one of five daughters. There were 
no sons, 

When she, who is five-feet, nine- 
inches tall, met tall, 6-feet, 10-inches, 
dark John Fedders, he was “the man of 
my dreams.” 

“T didn’t think a whole lot of myself, 
so when this man told me he loved 
me... This man had power over me. If | 
had on something he didn’t like, I 
would go upstairs and change clothes.” 

Ms. Fedders said she had a “very 
Catholic upbringing; F learned a lot 
about guilt.” 

“Oh Lord I Am Not Worthy” was her 
favorite hymn, 

She married in 1966 and she and Mr. 
Fedders had five sons: Mark, Matthew, 
John, Andrew and Peter. Actually, 
they had another son but he died at age 
1 1/2. They moved a lot so she often

Almost didn’t 
get to vote

On Nov. 1 I checked off active duty 
after completing my two weeks annual 
commitment as an officer in the Naval 
Reserve, My annual active duty was 
spent in Panama and Columbia.

account is incredibly frustrating. 

There is a duplicity in the collective 
mind of Andover. On the one hand, 
there is a public outcry of ‘lack of 
funds’ while on the other hand, Town 
Meeting can encumber nearly $3 mil- 
lion for renovations and feasibility 
study for the schools, From the teach 
ers’ point of view, the present stale

and the AEA was 
never one of 
Andover’s ability to 
fund the teachers 
contract, but rather 
its willingness to do 
SO. 

The School Com- 
mittee’s latest offer 
to the teachers was 
insulting. Dracut 
teachers voted last 
week to extend its 
present contract for 
another year seeking 
no raises in recogni- 
jion of the town’s 
dire financial straits. 
But Dracut had 
already closed its 
public library, laid 
off teachers, police- 
men and firemen, 
and reduced its 
Town Hall services. 

Andover School 
Committee, on the 
other hand, through 
four months of nego 
tiations never ques 
tioned the availabili 
ty of funding. In fact, 
“hroughout these 
same four months, 
the School Commit 
tee said that funding 
for the contract was 
available via state 
aid reimbursement, 
In June, when it 
came time to deliver 
on that promise, they 
reneged. 

This week's Town 
Meeting vote to 
encumber nearly $3 
million for school 
renovation and a fea 
sibility study with 
an eye to expanding 
the school merely 
bolsters the argu- 
ment that Andover 
little values its teach- 
ers, nor holds them 
in high regard. 

The recent scur- 
rilous editorials on 
the part of the 
Andover Townsman 
negatively fuel an 


-already deteriorat- 


ing situation 
between the teachers 
and the School Com- 
mittee. “Negotiate 
like adults” the 
Townsman urges the 
teachers. How is this 
possible when the 
School Committee 


seems to value build- 
ings over teachers? 
How is this possible 
when the School 
Committee promises 
the funding only to 
later claim no mon- 
ey, while at the same 
time urgine passage 
of a $3 million build- 
ing/renovation pro- 
ject? 

Enough is enough. 
To see professional- 
ism in action one 
need only to have 
visited the schools 
last Friday on what 
was an emotoinally 
wrenching and 
extremely difficult 
day. It is time for the 
town to equitably 
pay its teachers and 
let us get on with the 
task of educating 
Andover’s children.

The loss knocked the Golden Warriors out of

Coach Dick Collins’ squad is 6-2-0 overall, the 
costly setback to Chelmsford snapping a six-game 
win streak and marking the seventh straight time 
the Lions have beaten Andover, 

Rudely booted from the driver's seat to the mid 
dle of the bus, AHS now needs a lot of help to grab 
a share of the Merrimack Valley Conference 
championship and earn an Eastern Mass. Division 
2-A playoff berth. 

Everything must break right for the locals, 
beginning with a sweep of their last two games 
this Saturday morning at North Andover (10 a.m., 
Alvah G. Hayes Stadium) and Thanksgiving morn 
ing at home against Central Catholic (10 a.m.,). 

Central, 6-3-0, was eliminated from the title 
race and playoff conisderation last weekend fol- 
lowing a 32-24 loss to Methuen. 

Playoff hopes slim 

The Golden Warriors, who can now do no bet- 
ter than a co-championship, need help from two 
unlikely sources on Thanksgiving morning. 

Dracut, with just one victory in eight games, 
must beat Methuen and Billerica must beat 
Chelmsford. 

If Andover finishes tied for first with either 
Chelmsford or Methuen, the Warriors would yield 
the playoff berth because the first MIAA tiebreak- 
er is head-to-head competition and AHS lost to 
both those teams.

While he was gone Leuven, which had been 
eliminated from the Cup of Belgium Tournament 
in the first two games Dan played, had engaged in 
a series of non-league games. So he didn’t miss 
much, 

Moynihan boarded a Sabena jet for the seven- 
hour return trip a week ago Monday morning, 
and serious league play resumed for Moynihan 
and the Ice Devils on Nov. 7. 

His contract with Leuven calls for them to pay 
his living expenses (apartment, food, etc.), travel 
expenses and give him approximately $1,000 
above and beyond that per month. 

“T haven't quite figured out the exact arrange 
ment,” explained Dan. “It's paid in Belgian 
Francs, too, which makes a difference.”

Playing competitive hockey at this level is the 
turn-on, 

Team officials are also getting Dan a job with 
Hewlett Packard during his stay in Belgium. 

The language barrier is not a major problem. 
“Almost everyone in Belgium speaks a little 
English, and it’s funny because our coach has to 
speak Flemish (native language), French (for the 
Canadian players) and English to communicate 
with everyone on the team. 

Hard to compare 

“It's hard to compare the level of play here 
with anything I’ve experienced before,” said Dan. 
“The European ice surfaces are bigger. The game 
involves a lot more skating and less physical con- 
tact. It’s already been an adjustment in just two 
games. I'll hit someone with a hard but clean 
check, and I'll still get a penalty for charging 
because the hit was too hard. The change in style 
will take some getting used to.” 

The Ice Devils will play a schedule against oth 
er Level 1 teams from Belgium between now and 
May, and if they do well enough could qualify to 
represent the country in the annual Europa Cup 
next spring. Otherwise the season will end in 
May. 

“I'm coming back for a few days at Christmas,” 
said Dan. “I'll see how this year goes and decide in 
the spring if I'll stay in Belgium for awhile or 
return home.” 

But for now he’s following his dream.

OHNNY KELLEY, who ran his 
61st and probably final Boston 
Marathon last April, will lead 
approximately 4,000 runners 
through Andover in the fifth 
annual Feaster Five Road 
Race Thanksgiving morning. 

“T’ll put on a good show,” 
the 85-year-old Mr. Kelley said 
last week from his home in 
East Dennis. 

Mr. Kelley won the Boston 
Marathon twice, in 1935 and 1945, finished second 
seven times and completed the course in 58 of his 61 
starts. He hasn’t missed finishing the race since 
1956 when a sore leg stopped him at Heartbreak Hill. 

Several times Mr. Kelley led the Boston race until

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A five-year run for Feasfer Five 


By Don Staruk 

The Feaster Five five-mile road 
race has grown from roughly 400 
participants in’ 1988 to the nearly 
4,000 runners expected this year, 
making it one of the top 10 races in 
New England for participation and 
the largest race north of Boston. 

The first Feaster started and fin- 
ished at The Park on Bartlet Street 
and was an out-and-back course, 
looping through Blueberry Hill sub- 
division off Holt Road and returning 
to The Park. Ken Pliska was the first 
winner of the race with Amy Legac- 
ki, of Boxford, taking the top spot for 
women. 

But the second year was probably 
the most memorable to date, run in 
the now-famous Thanksgiving bliz- 
zard of 1989, when 400 runners ran 
in six inches of snow and near 
white-out conditions. 

“We couldn't see,” remembers 
Bill Pennington, race co-director. 

Ken Mahony, then town manag 
er, was out in the storm asking 
whether it might not be prudent to 
send the runners home. But the race 


went on and Sam Hilario, of 


Lawrence, and Nancy Corsaro, of 
Methuen, skied and skated across 
the finish line for the top honors. 
Andoverite Mike McCormick took 
third that year. 

The 1989 course was similar to 
the present course, except it started 
and finished on Bartlet Street and 
ran the reverse direction, coming 
down the hill from Phillips Acade- 


my to the finish. 
More than 1,000 runners were 


expected that year, but because of 


the blizzard, the 400-odd runners 
(and for running in that snow many 
residents sure must have thought 
they were odd) ended up going home 
with more than their share of the 
1,000 pies organizers gave away. 

In 1990, organizers decided to give 


apple pies to the last 1,000 finishers 
instead of the top finishers, and 
sweatshirts were given to all pre- 
registered runners, two changes 
that helped boost entries to 1,800 
runners. Dennis Simonaitis edged 
Paul Hammond by six seconds for 
the win; Peg Donovan was the first 
woman. 

The start of the race moved over 


to Main Street in 1991 to accommo 
date the larger number of runners, 
which had risen to nearly 3,000. 


The race was also turned around 
to run up Main Street to Phillips 
Academy and finish coming down 
Chestnut Street to The Park. 

Guy Stearns and Julie Peterson 
took home the top honors in 1991.

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Feaster Five has proven to be a long distance mental workout for both race directors 


John Burke mans the technical aspects of the Feaster Five

On Thanksgiving morning you 
can bet your Nikes, ’Boks, Asics, or 
even your blue suede shoes that 
John Burke won't be ‘sleeping in’. 
By the time 8:30 a.m. rolls around, 
the only dreams he’ll be having will 
concern 4,000 apple pies and the cul- 
mination of a year’s worth of orga- 
nizing for the 5th Annual Feaster 
Five Road Race/Health Walk, 

For a race that is most often com- 
pleted in less than one hour, the 
Feaster Five has proven to be a long 
distance mental workout for both 
Mr. Burke and his cohort, Bill Pen- 
nington. They have been co-direc- 
tors of the race since it originated, 
responsible for coordinating all its 
angles from “Day 1,” the day after 
Thanksgiving. Mr. Burke acknowl- 
edged supervising “the technical 
aspects of the race: setting up the 
registration process and the finish 
line,” while Mr. Pennington handles 
sponsorship and promotion. 

Last year, the Feaster Five boast- 
ed nearly 3,500 finishers. Anticipa- 
tion for this year’s race runs even 
higher. “I’m hoping to reach 4,000.” 

Mr. Burke recalled his initial 
reaction when he and Mr. Penning- 
ton first conceived of the idea of 
organizing a Thanksgiving road 
race. 

“Our club used to host a race in 
North Andover on the third Thurs- 
day of every August.” One year, the 
race happened to be canceled; that’s 
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John Burke, co-director, presents winner Guy Stearns with a trophy. 


when Mr. Pennington thought up 
the idea of hosting a race later in the 
year, 

“No shirts, no nothing. That’s 
what he wanted. But I thought, if we 
are going to have people do this race 
we might as well make something of 
it.”

Five materialized with a fairly com- 
pact group of 450 competitors, And, 
in the words of Mr. Burke, every 
year “it keeps growing and grow- 
ing!” 

He is a member of the Merrimack 
Valley Striders, the running club 
that has hosted the Feaster Five for 
the past five years, The Striders 


have been together for “about 12 
years now,” he explained. “I’ve been 
running for 11 years. During the 
summer the Striders compete as a 
club at meets in New England. I’ve 
never run a marathon, but I’ve com- 
peted in road races and biathlons, 
running and biking.” 

In addition to coordinating the 
Feaster Five, Mr. Burke is involved 
in the organization of other running 
events. Among them he cited such 
notable locals as the Valentine’s Day 
road race in Bradford and the Row- 
ley 10K Classic. 

Considering the amount of effort 
and time he invests to put together a 
solid race, it’s hard to believe that 
Mr. Burke is 100 percent volunteer 
material. “Actually,” he explained, 
“my company gets paid for timing 
and scoring.” On a part time basis, 
he manages Bay State Race Ser- 
Vices, a timing and scoring business 
he personally established, 

In terms of the satisfaction and 
rewards that come with overseeing 
a successful race, “the best thing is 
to put on a quality event for the ath- 
letes. That’s our number one priori: 
ty, to make the athletes happy.” 

A tasty taunt for pie lovers, from 
as far away as San Francisco and 
Quebec (that’s how far some com- 
petitors will journey), to as nearby 
as Andover’s Main Street — the site 
of the starting line “everybody 
receives a full-size apple pie.”
